from the Company's property. The sen- 
tence of the only rioter who sulTered con- 
viction seems severe when it is remomber- 
od that ho and his fello-wa -wore urged on 
to a display of lawlcasneas by an exceed- 
ingly vicious newspaper iiublisliod in this 
community, which first held up to Iho 
bublio gaze in their most odious light 
tbo acts of tbo men and women 
of ■Wellington, and then aooorJod 
"all prior to their nmnhood" for assuuU- 
ing and resisting the ollicors. Wo say 
that the sontenco seems severe under the 
circumstances, Hoggan would appear to 
have religiously . followed the advice of 
the newspaper in qaestion, the conduc- 
tors of which should have been placed in 
the dock with the prisoners on a charge 
of aiding and abetting a breacii of tho 
law. There can be no doubt as to the 
verdict had those unprincipled men been 
arraigned. Tho jury would have found 
them guilty without leaving their seats, 
and there would have been no false sym- 
pathy wasted had tbo Judge visited them 
■with tho severe penalty of two years with 
bard labor. There is a further point con- 
nected with this caBO tliut requires atten- 
tion. Tne senior counsel for tho pri- 
soner— Mr. Walkem — had given notice 
on Thursday that ho should movo 
for an arrest of judgment when 
the priRoner came ■up for sentence 
on Monday. Unfortunutcly, ■when Mon- 
day arrived Mr. Walkem was not present 
in Court. He had abaudoued tho post of 
duty; and while the Judge's seutonce fell 
on tho ears of the unfortunate David Ilog- 
gou like a deathkuell the man upon whoeo 
-advice he bad acted and who had promis- 
ed' to stick to him to the labt was speed- 
ing as fast US horse-flesh couldcarry him 
to engage in a political contest in a re- 
mote corner cf tho Province! Brought to 
his present unfortunate position by tho 
vitiated cliaracter of tho reading supplied 
by tlio local print referred to, and ilesort 
ed by his senior couu.sel at tho s'lprome 
moment, tho situation of David Hoggan 
ia indeed dopiorablo. Tbo proposition 
that a fine would have satisfied Justice 
and that such wns the understanding of 
tho Jury -^vith the Court when the verdict 
was rendered only exhibits tho lamenta- 
ble ignorance of the jonrnulist who makes 
tho proposition; for, as the learned Judge 
pointed out yesterday, tho law does not 
give the Court power to inflict a fine. 
There is no alternative — the highest pen- 
alty being two years' imprisonment.- Tlio 
Judge, taking into conaiJcrntion tho ro 
comniendaliou to mercy of tho Jurj-, im- 
posed a .seutcuco of four mouths. 
Hud I\Ir. Walkem been present ;;to 
urgo tho objection he. ^ had' • msed 
while tho case was in' progress, '^it 
is posBible. that David HoRgan would 
■have walked the streets to-day a free man. 

There is a moral to bo drawn or a les- 
son Idiirned from c^very incident, however 
trivial, and thoWellington alriko has a lea- 
son for all -who may care to learn. Tho 
miners struck against oiceptionally liigli 
wages at a time when tho works were be- 
ing prosecnted at« lots to the company, 
Whoti matters had been carried to ex- 
treme.^ and a few of tho htrikors found 
thenibolvcs in the clut.-lu's of llie law- 
while, indeed, their trial was still in pro- 
gress—the remainder of tho men who 
were out on striko oiilier returned to 
work tit applied to be takaa on ngaiu at 
the old rates. Had those rates been nn- 
remunerative, is it probable that anyone 
■\vouid be found willing to ■work for them 
to-day? Tho sudden collapse of tho strike 
proves that tlie reiniineratioii was .ample, 
and as good, if not l)c-tti'r, than tlio men 
could have made elsewhere. The not re- 
sults being ono man in gaol and some bo- 
venty-flve others permuuently thrown out 
of employment, the lesson conveyed by 
the strike is "to eschew depraved litera- 
ture and let well ouongh alone" in the fu- 
ture.' ■ , • , L

Mr. Drake wished, before entering on 
tho consideration the case before them, to 
call tho attention of tho Court to an arti- 
cle published in thin mornings Standard, 
which btatos that "tho Jury, before re- 
turning their verdict, enquired of the 
Court whether the ends of justice would 
be satisQod by the infliction of a small flue 
on Hoggan, if bo were found guilty, and 
the answer of tho Court to their inquiry 
was BUOU as to lead them to believe that 
such a oouiso would be pursued." Thii 
statement, Mr. Drake con.sidered, rsquir- 
ed a denial from tho Court itself.' 

Judge Gi^a^ said he hod noticed the ar- 
tiole in question and felt sorry that such 
should huvo appeared. Ho did not think 
it cast so groat a shir on tho Jud^'o a.s on 
tho Jury, coiupoaed of men who had giv- 
en tho greatest attention to tho whole 
case, it implied that these men hsid vio- 
lated their oaths of well and truly trying 
tho case and returning a verdict in ac- 
corduuco with juslico; it said that 
they found a verdict but -would uot 
give that verdict except ou the con- 
dition of a fine. The Judge moat em- 
phatically denied that tho jur.y had asked 
tho (lueation, It was iMr. Walkem who 
had asliod, that if jiossiblo a lino might be 
impo.sed instead of impiisouniont on uo- 
count of tho man's family. He (Judge 
Cray) would have been' willing to impose 
a fine had the law allowed; but he wished 
it to bo iuost distinctly understood that he 
could only carry out tho law, which in 
this ca!iO would not allow the iinpo.sition 
of a lino. Ho had, however, iia.ssed the 
mohi lenient seiiteuce tho law allowed and 
was glad of tho opportunity of correcting 
■0 erroneous a statement and one which 
cast so great a discredit on tho jury,

This ca.so was hroUi,'ht nt the insianee 
of Frank Lnkin for recovury of wage.s fur 
rnuning a tunnel near Cowicliuu for the 
purpo.HO of in'0.specting for anthracite 
coal, for which ho was to. receive S-t pur 
foot. He had run four tunnels of an aggre- 
gate length of 201 feet, but in neither 
case finding coal. Tho defendants pleaded 
they supplied him with various articles 
which balanco the account, also that no 
contract was over entered into; next that 
the plaintiil did not run this tunnel to the 
best of his art and skill in nccordance with 
tho spccilication ih the coutract;ag,iin that 
the tunnel was never completed, but only 
ran 59 feet, and lastly claim that tlioy 
are not indebted tol tho plaiutilT, who for 
his part says that no written instrnctions 
or plana were ever give him, nor did ho 
ever receive verbal instruclion.s, but was 
told to go and u:,o his own ju(lg,iient; ho 
arrived there and run four separate 
tunnels in search of the suppo.sed seam of 
coal; bat had only found a seam of trap 
rock and plenty of slate rook. 

This case will be tried before a jury of 
eight, and was not concluded when the 
cuurt rose.

EUBOPE. 

London, June I}.-— Thero are 240,000 
Russians iu position on tho Danube 
without coautiog the reserves or Rou- 
manians that ore being brought for- 
ward and amouut to 60,000 men. There 
are 80,000 luoa east of Ibrail aud 20,- 
OUO with cousiduriible leservps at Del- 
grade, which is a point of support for 
this part of. tho line. Tho Strength 
and pobitiou of the work at Kenio aud 
Ibrail iudieato that they arc on tho 
defensive and not offenaivo, the pro- 
cautious taken being direclod against 
the Turkish fleet uud to prevent the 
passage of the Biver by the Turks, At 
Ibrail there are three batteries one 
west of tho town sweeping tho Danube. 

CoNHTAN'L'iNoi'LE, Juno 3. — Tho miu- 
istor of war says Turkey will fight to 
the last. Tho yullan has given up all 
hope of aid from English government. 
Tho Russian right wing has advanced 
from Ardahan to Wrah and Peuek, 
llfteeu iiiilea north of Bardcz. Wo 
httvo no reliable iniormation, but it is 
reported that they have taken both 
Diliiuusu and Gitchovan. Accordiug 
to auoLber ucount these places are be- 
ing attacked by detachments while tho 
luniii force is following the northern 
road over the Sogbaiili range. Tho 
right and coiitro aro woil dowu towards 
the pobitioua from which an altuck 
could be made on Mukbtar Pasha; but 
the left wing has not yet advanced far 
enough to participate in a coinbiued 
movement.

The Kemper Butchery. 

Ni;sv Yoiii:, JLiy 21). —Tho "Times" 
Washington special says Mrs. Chis- 
holm writes to a friend in Washing, 
ton, furnishing additional- details of 
tho Kemper butchery. She says: 

My husband was murdered for no 
cause except loyalty to tho flag which 
he thought would protect all citizens. 
Gilmer was murdered ou the street on 
bis way to deliver himself to tho sbor- 
ilT. He was held by one of the guards 
w.uile shot by bis Hon-iu-law. Mc- 
Clellau was an old gray haired man 
aiid a British subject. Ho often as- 
sured me he could not become a natur- 
alized citizen because tho United States 
was not strong enough to protect its 
citizens. Kuowiug ho could neither 
bo bought nor frightened the sherifT 
called him down uud delivered him 
unarmed to tho mob, who dispatched 
him, Jiring two loads into his bead 
after bo wus dead, This I know of 
myself. My boy, with his hand shot 
oil',, turned quickly and placed b':-- 
sbouldor to tho door which tho moo 
wus breaking open with axes uud iron 
bars. At this lime J was on the out- 
side, having gone homo a sliort timo 
previously by direction of my hus- 
band. Putting my baud through tlio 
grating, I im[,lorod my boy to leave. 
My son, (Jlay, caught him in hi» arms 
aud ran behind a largo iron cage, but 
before Clay could spring buck to his 
place against the door, Johnnie cried 
out: "Oh! my father," aud sprang be- 
tween his father and liosser, who, be 
saw was in the act of shooting him. 
Ilo.sser placed Ins gun at the heart of 
my boy, and lired its contents into his 
body. At that instant my husband 
obtained the only loaded gun there, 
which had been brought from our house 
aud killed Bosser. When I put my 
bead through the grating I saw Cor- 
nelia .faintiug and rubbing her face. I 
told ii^r for h'er father's sake to rally. 
She gathered her littlo dead brother 
iu her arms nnd ran behind the cage. 
After the lock bad boon chopped off 
the door, I sprar g insido to give the 
alarm that the mob bad lired tho jail. 
My daughter's face was covered with 
blood from wounds caused by a shot 
which bad rebounded after striking 
tho iron bars. I told my husband to 
fight Lis way through, not knowing 
then thiit the guns which bad been left 
by the guards bad been loaded with 
powdor only by the sheriff With Clay's 
assistance I carried Johnnie's dond 
body down stairs through tho hall to 
tho outside door. Turning I saw a 
renewal of attack aud my husband 
coming dowti -with our daughter's arm 
around his waist. At this time old 
Henry Gully was at the door. I urged 
him back, holding tho door with both 
hands. Hei)utbi3 gun tlirough the 
grating, aud Cornelia throwing 
her arms around her father's 
neck and told QuUy to kill 
her and spare her father. Gully 
placed the gun within a few inches of 
her and fired, her nrm receiving tho 
contents of both barrels. Another gun 
was banded Gully by a boy, which be 
lired and shot my husband. Phil. 
Gully ran up witha..olub, but another 
shot finished him and' he fell exclaim-' 
ing, "My precious wife, I die inno- 
cent. My entire family murdered, 
but if any of my children live I want 
them to kii(;w I have never done an 
act nor harbored n thought which 
would make them blush." Clay tried 
to sWnd between bim and his murder- 
ers while Cornelia and' I ran to the 
door to hel]) to carry my husband 
home. Blood was ruuningfrom Cor- 
nelia's shattered arm which she held 
and begged for help. The answer 
was a shot which struck her log. By 
til is time about 2-3 of the crowd ran in. 
L hastened back to where my husband 
lay and seized a gun. The lea .ler start- 
ed back and tired a shot at me. I tiieu 
lired a shot at him and the crowd fled. 
Again my sou and my.-*el£ with the as- 
sistance of one of the demons who as- 
sisted in killing ray. husband, carried 
him homo, We wore pursued by the 
mob to our gate. Cornelia kept her 
bleeding body betwee- us and them. 
Arriving at home I found the servcu's 
bad fled with the keys, and we hiid to 
force the window open, which wo 
climbed. A negro brought my dead 
boy home, but was afraid to reniuin. 

ilrs. Chiyholm then dcHciibifS her 
ellorts to relievo tho sufferings and 
dress the wounds of her husband and 
daughter, and couc^ludea as follows. 

Aly own unhappy family is now re- 
du(.!od t(j mysidf and two littlo sons. 
Clay is watched ami threatened. I 
havo been warned that my life is in 
danger. My heart is broken. 

In connect iipn with tho murder of 
McLellau.a Seolchman, who was cal- 
led upon by tho siieiilVto perform some 
duly, the report prevails that the Brit- 
ish legatiou here will institute iuquiries 
with reference to the killing, and if 
the facts warrant it a forjual. demand 
will be made for the arrest and pun- 
ishment of his murderers;

He then goes ou to state that 
it was in tho lapse of more than an 
hour that Mr. Callan watched him out 
of tho House, and/ without a syllable 
of explanation, repeatedly used tho 
word 'liar,' nnd indulged in other out- 
rageous language, with the evident 
intention of provoking him beyond m- 
durance.
